There Is much excitement in the
Coroucopia miniog camp, sixty miles
east of Baker City, over the new
strike made \Vednesday in the May-
flower mine. Superintendent J. A
Wilson telephoned in about the strike
sud A% onve sent a large bag of the
ore, which arrived here yesterday und
nstonished all who bad the pleasure
of seving it. The Mayflower Is cer-
tainly a wonder aud with the other
big mines in that camp {is carryiog
ont the asser ion of well informed
miniog men that this one camp
alope is equal to Cripple Creek,
(ioldfleld or Touvopab and will soon
surprise the world. Easstern Oregon
bhus other good thiugs, bat the Cornu-
copin disitict is now makiong good the
predictions of Liudgren, the uvele
brated Unpited States geolouist,

This latest strike in the Maytlower .

was made in the south drift ou the
165 foot level. A large body of ore
wie opened and it is simply fabu.
lonely rich. The quartz 8 sylvan-
ite, cnlaverite and petsite. The sam:
ples sent to the city were seen yes-
terday in the quarters of Manager
Boges at the Geiser Girana hotel, and
when asked about the matter bhe cooly

responded: ‘‘The ore speaks for it-
self, it's a mine."

The specimena of the ore exhibited
which were sent in by Mr. Wileon,
simply sparkle with gold. The gold
is there In cbunks snd bunches, and
assuys will undoubtedly run up to
many thousandes to the ton. The
property will be developed on present
plans by the running of drifts and
the making of upraises, blooking out
the ore. Before snow comes aguin,
Maoager Bogge saye they expeot to be
milling and shippliog ore.

Captain  Alllene Case and Mr.
Bogge are authority for the statement
that with transportation, thousands
aud thousauds of tons of ore, now
absolutely a dead loss, could be ehip
ped to the smelter with profit. It
oosty about #30 per ton ftor freight
und treatwent charges on ore from
that district,. When the Vioson
rallroad . completed the charges will
be reduced to sbout 818 per tou.

All miniog men v tounvh with the
situation believe that iu the near
futura there will be such develoment
and excitement in the Co.nuoupia ue
the northwest bus never seen.-—-Dem
